SENATORS SAY CHURCH 
SHOULD RETAIN MONEY 


Bacon and Clay Sent the Letter to 
Bishop, and Its Reading Caused 
a Sensation—Bigham May 
Be Successor to 
Barbee.

Washington, May 7.—(Special.)—Eighty- 
four of the eighty-eight members of the 
United States senate have appended their 
signatures to a paper which has been 
taken to the general conference of the 
Southern Methodist church and which 
will show, when the text is given out at 
Dallas, that the senate is practically a 
unit in holding the church should retain 
the money awarded in the famous book 
concern case. 

This paper, mention of which was first 
made in.a Nashville special to The Con- 
stitution, was drawn up by Senators 
Bacon and Clay, of Georgia, and was the 
putcome of correspondence between these 
gentlemen and Bishop Warren Candler. 
Bome time ago Bishop Candler wrote the 
Georgia senators asking their views con- 
cerning the disposition of that money 
about which theré has been so much 
agitation in the church. 

Church Should Keep Money. 

Messrs. Bacor™und Clay, both of whom 
had been active in securing the passage 
of the bill, replied at some length, the 
purport of their letter being that the 
claim was in every way a just one and 
thdt there was no good reason for the 
return of the money; that so far as the 
church and the government are concern- 
ed the incident should be regarded as 
closed; ¢hat the church and not the gov- 
ernment had been the victim of the ar- 
rangement made by the agents of the 
book concern, by which more than one- 
third of the award went into the pockets 


of a third party, and while there was, in) 


their opinion, the best of reasons for ac- 
tions against the agents who had been 
guilty. of. deception,.that was a. matter 
between the church and them and should | 
not be allowed to operate so as to keep 
the church out of the rest of the money 

o which it is entitled. 

In reply Bishop Candler said he was 
giad to receive this opinion from the 
Georgia senators and suggested that they 
get the views of other senators upon the 
subject. This was done with the result 
that all of the senators who .could be 
reached agreed with the Georgians and 
put their opinions to that effect in 
writing. 

BISHOP WARREN CANDLER 
SURPRISES THE CONFERENCE 
Dallas, Tex., May 7.—(Special.)—The 

general conference of the Methodist 

Episcopal church, south, was treated to a 

sensational incident in its first session 

here today. It came in the shape of an 
appendix to the Episcopal address which 
was read by Bishop Duncan. Immedi- 
ately upon its conclusion Bishop Candler 
announced to the conference that he 
wished to read a letter from Senators 

Clay and Bacon in answer to one he had 

addressed them, asking for an interpret4- 

tion of the senate resolution regarding 
the proposed return of the money which 
the senate had previously voted to the 

Methodist church for damages to its pub- 


lishing house. 

Immediately a delegate objected on the 
ground that the letter of the senators 
was not official. 

Letter from Georgia Senators. 

Bishop Wilson ruled that it was in part 
explanatory of the bishop’s address and 
was therefore qdmissible. Bishop Candlvr 
then proceeded to read the letter, which 
was also signed by eighty-four senators, 
in which it was distinctly affirmed that 
the resolution referred to was a complete 
exoneration of the Methodist church and 
that the said senators would have voted 
for it on its merits. 

There is great excitement among the 
delegates over the turn matters have 
taken. Three of the bishops, it is under- 
stood, knew nothing of Bishop Candler’s 
purpose to make the letter a part of the 
Episcopal address and are privately mak- 
ing known this fact to the members of 
the conference. The matter wfll come up 
again. 

The bishops recommend the election of 
two additional bishops. Dr. E. E. Hoss, 
of Nashville, it is generally conceded, 
will be one of these. 

The north Georgia delegation came In 
after a delay of twelve hours, just in time 
to answer roll call. Several are spoken 
of for book agent to succeed Dr. J. D. 
Barbee, none more prominently than Dr. 
R. J. Bigham, of Atlanta, but it is 
not known that he would accept. 

Two Bishops Absent. 

The first session of the fourteenth 
quadrennial conference was called to or- 
der by Bishop Wilson, of Baltimore, at 
9:20 o'clock this morning in the old audi- 
torium of the fair grounds. Distinguish- 
ed churchmen and laymen were present 
from all parts of the south. All the bish- 
ops with the exception of Bishop Keener, 
of New Orleans, and Bishop Fitzgera)}, 
of Memphis, are in attendance. 

A™ter the singing of a hymn Bishop 
Hargrove, of Nashville, prayed for 
“unity, moderation and conservatism”’ tin 
the deliberation of the conference and 
Learty ‘“‘amens’’ punctuated Tis words. 

. Passages of scripture were read by 
Bishops Hendrix. of Kansas, and W. 4A. 
Candler, of Georgia. Another prayer by 
Dr. Anson West, of the North Alabama 
conference, was followed by the addregs- 
es of welcome of Governor Sayers, Mayor 
Cabell, Judge E. B. Perkins and Rey. G. 
C. Rankin, all of which were enthus‘as- 
tically received. The conference then set- 
tled down to actual work.

MAY BE BLOODY 


Situation in the Jellico Dis- 
trict Said To Be Greatly 
Strained, 


FEARED FIGHT WILL COME 
WHEN RIVAL FORCES MEET 


Judge Lindsay, of Knoxville, Had 
Narrow Escape from Death Yes- 
terday Louisville and Nash- 
ville Seem To Have 
the Upper Hand. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 7.—This has been 
another lively day in the Jellico district 
bdtween the Louisville and Nashville 
and Southern railroads in their fight 
for position along Clear Fork branch of 
the Cumberland. The mountains north 


of the main range Oo? the’ Cumberiand 


at the foot of which the town of Lafol- 
lette is situated, is the best undeveloped 
coal section in east Tennessee and south- 


ern Kentucky and the present fight of 
the giant roads is to reach this field 
by the most available route. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville will build up Clear 
Fork, then up Hickory creek and thence 
come to Lafollette down Big creek, 
thence to Knoxville. The Loufsville and 
Nashville is also building a connection 
to its line which runs out of Pineville, 
Ky., to Chenoa, a distance of, thirteen 
miles. All this will put the road in 
complete touch with this rich coal land. 

The Southern has commenced  con- 
structing a line from Jellico up Clear 
Fork and on to Middlesboro, which will 
run continuously through the coal -field. 

Fighting Over Nine Miles. 

For nine miles out of Jellico the two 
railroads parallel each other and along 
this distance is the fight for location. 

Today's developments at Jellico indi- 
cate that the Lauisville and Nashville 
has the upper hand. The situation is 
intense and there is a display of. parti- 
sanship in favor of the Louisville and 
Nashville by the people. 

Chief Special Agent J. B. Harlan, of 
Louisville, arrived{today with over 400 
men, dispatchers, roadmasters,  con- 
structors, overseers and workmen. They 
came in three trains, a total of thirty- 
five cars. Speciai Agent Harlan put 
his force at work at noon constructing 
a roadbed from the Louisville and 
Nashville main line one mile north of 
Jellico toward ‘‘The Narrows.” a point 
in the Cumberland mountains held by 
the Loultsville and Nashville forces. 

May Be Actual War. 

Judge H. B.' Lindsay, of Knoxville. 
is reported to have had a narrow escape 
from death. Nant Teague had sold:the 
right of way over his land to the South- 
ern. When the Louisville and Nashville 
force marched on his land to excavate 
along its survey Teague leveled his gun 
at Lindsay, who. was leading the Louis- 
ville and Nashville party, but the weapon 
was knocked aside in time. Lindsay hela 
his ground and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville line went across the land. It

Prosecution Withdraws Case in Jus- 
tice Court, but the Father of 
Dead Colin McDougall Pro- 
poses To Go Before 
Grand Jury. 


Victor Nuttall, the youth charged with 
the murder of 6-year-old Colin MiDou- 
gail, was.arrested yesterday morning at 3 
o'clock Qnd {n the afternoon was given 
a preliminary hearing before Justice 
Bloodworth, at which time the case 
against him was dismissed by the prose- 
cution. 

Robert H. McDougall, father of the dead 
child, states that jhe does not intend to let 


the matter drop, but instead will take it 
before the grand jury for investigation. 

The prosecution dismissed the case, 
owing to the fact that Justice Bloodworth 
refused to allow three little boys to tes- 
tify. These children are said to be the 
only eyewitnesses to the alleged prutai 
treatment inflicted on the McDougall child 
in the sewer at the time he swallowed 
the deadly poison. 

Judge Bloodworth excluded the testimo- 
ny of the three boys because he believed 
them incompetent ‘to testify; also that 
they did not understand the oath of a

Mr. Hepburn states that he saw the 
lights of the approaching tug and think- 
ing it was bound gtraight down the river 
turned to the east. When nearly abreast 
of the launch the tug suddenly turned to 
the east, in order to make the dock at 
Ironville, and before the launah could 
get‘out of the way it was struck by the 
tug and turned over and sank about 100 
feet from the dock, 

Mr. Hepburn caaght hold of the side 
of the tug and Gr we ‘Lowe grasped his 
leg and both were pulled on the tug. 
Clara Marks was picked up from 4 
cushion on: ‘@hicw’ she floated.

The other seven 
members of the party were drowned. 

The tug brought the rescued to this 
city. Captain A. L. Fitts was in charge 
of the tug and says that the launch 
showed no lights and he was not aware 
of its presence unti] the tug struck her.

Washington, May 7.—Secretary Root 
today submitted to the senate an answer 


coples of -any orders issued by. General 
Bell relative to reconcentration in Batan- 
gas, and of the orders issued by General 
Smith to Major Waller set up by the 
latter in his defense before the court- 
martial. The secretary also was asked 
to state whether these ordes were ap- 
proved by General Chaffee or by the 
war department, when they were known 
to the department, when countermanded. 

In reply the secretary submits two or- 
ders by General Bell, dated December 8 
and 9 last. In the first General Bell re- 
counts in detail the provocations sub- 
mitted to for three years by Tee United 
States government in the Philippines. 
He refers to the treachery of the na- 
tives, to their use of infernal machines, 
and to their constant violation of all 
the rules of civilized warfare. Therefore, 
he declares that he is reluctantly obliged 
to avail himself of the right of retalia- 
tion under the regulations, and to deal 
severely with persons who commit the 
acts denounced in General Order 10, and 
whenever unarmed prisoners or defense- 
less Americans or friendly natives are 
murdered for political purposes, he will

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execute a prisoner of war, chogen by lot, 
from the town where the murder oc- 
curred. 

The secretary explains that the order 
referred to was approved by Abraham 
Lincoln, and that the orders mentioned 
in the resolution, and in Bell's order of 
December 13, were in strict conformity 
with the letter and spirit of this famous 
order, wk‘ch, he says, ‘‘was a contribu- 
tion to civil.dation of great and recog- 


nized value.’’ 

Another order transmitted is one by 
Major General Lloyd Wheaton, dated 
Manila, March 24, 1902, upon the condi- 
tion of the natives collected in the con- 
centration camps, from which it appears 
that they were well fed, helpful and 
contented. General Wheatmn expresses 
the belief that the camps can be broken 
up within sixty days. An important in- 
dorsement on this report is by General 
Chaffee,cin which if eargestly advises 
personal contact with the people and ac- 
quaintance with the situation in the 
Philippines before cvondemning what has 
been done. He understands that all the 
means justified by the laws of war are to 
be applied to defeat the methods of the 
enemy, saying: 

‘If desperate in the last case, more 
desperate must be the attack to end It.” 

Secretary Root says that there was no 
reason to doubt that the policy embodied 
in the above order8S was at once. the 
most effective and humane which could 
possibly be followed.

TILLMAN PLIES HIS FORK — 
South Carolina Senator Balled 4 


by Republicans Unt 
He Explodes, 


REPUBLICANS PLEASED, 
BUT DEMOCRATS ANGRY 


Many of Tillman’s Colleagues Left 
the Senate While He Was Speak- 
ing—Utterances of the Sen- 
ator Were Extremely 
Violent.

Washington, May 7.—(Special.)—Senator 
Tillman furnished the principal diversion 
in the senate today. This was in the 
shape of a characteristic explosion upon 
the race question in the south. The 
South Carolina senator let himself be 
baited by McComas, of Maryland, and tin 
doing so fell right in with the republican 
programme, which is to force the demo: 
crats to divert the discussion from its 
true bearing so as to let them talk about 
alleged southern outrages instead of the 
actions of Smith, Waller and others itn 
higher places for whom the administra- 
tion policy Is responsible. It was particu- 
larly noticeable that Senator Tillman's 
democratic colleagues became so disgus*- 
ed with his allowing himself to be drawn 
into this discussion and with some of his 
extreme utterances that they got up and 
left the chamber while he wag speaking. 
The republicans stayed and seemed to 
enjoy it all. 

Took Sensational Turn. 
discussion of thé Philippine 
bill in the senate fSok a ie ~sen- 
sational turn again today. Mr MeCo- 
mas. of Maryland, referring to the al- 
legwed cruelties of American soldiers itn 
the Philippines—cruelties which he deep- 
ly deplored—told of some of the cruel- 
ties which had occurred on both sides 
during the civil war. 

Neither side, he said, was to be held re- 
sponsible for those regrettable occur- 
rences, as neither side approved of them. 
In this connection he suggésted that 
senators from South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi, ‘‘where there is less popular 
liberty than in any others,’’ were shout- 
ing loudest for constitutional liberty in 
the Philippines. 

These remarks drew a sensational re- 
ply from Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, 
who declared that it was no longer pos- 
sible to sneer away the responsibilities 
for the infamies committed by the Amert- 
cans in the Philippines. He said that if it 
bad been known In the south that the 
reins of government were to be given to 
the negroes the civil war would have 
been prolonged indefinitely. He insisted 
that, in order to maintain their self-re- 
spect, the white people of the south had 
been obliged to subdue the negro by 
whatever megns they could, using the 
shotgun as one of the means. He frank- 
ly described how the negroes had been 
defeated at the polls, admitting that the 
whites had gotten just such majorities as 
were necessary. 

No Negro Domination. 

‘When we get ready to put a nigger’s 
face in the sand,”’ he shouted, “we put 
his body there, too.™

He déclared that it was no tonger pos- 
sible to sneer away the responsibility for 


,to the horrors -of wAndemr ithe crueities and thfamles*committed by 


the American soldiers in the Philippines. 

Referring to the situation of the color- 
ed people in the south, Mr. Tillman de- 
clared the senators from those _ states 
‘were prepated to meet any legislation 
which might be brought into congress 
upon that question. 

Reconstruction Infamies. 

He discussed the situation in the south 
during and subsequent to the civil war, 
and declared that if it had been known 
prior to the conciusion of the war that 
in the south the reins of government were 
to bé turned over to the negroes, there 
would have ben inaugurated a guerrilla 
warfare in the swamps of the south that 
would have been kept up indefinitely. 

As he discussed the question he said 
he was scarcely .able to contain himself 
when he recalled the indignities and hu- 
mifations to which the people of his 
State Were subjected during the recon- 
struction period, from 1868 to 1876. In his 
own state, he said, there were 200,000 
more negroes than whites, and in Mis- 
sissippi there were 300,000 more colored 
than white people. In order to maintain 
their self-respect the whites, he declared, 
were obliged to take the reins of gov- 


they could—using the shotgun as one of 
the means. 

Referring to the reinauguration of 
white supremacy in South Carolina, he 
said the whites had secured a majority 
of 3,900. It might just as easily have 
been, he said, 39,000 or 99,000. They sim- 
ply got such a majority as was neces- 
sarv.

Adverting further along to the situa- 
tion in the south Mr. Tillman asserted: 
“We will not submit to negro domination 
and the sooner you understand that the

BORR AT THE WRITE HOUSE|CBAN SUGAR 


AND COMBINE 


Stated That Island Sells More 
to independent Refineries 
Than to Trust. 


REDUCTION IN TARIFF 


Alleged That None of It Wonld Go 
Into the Coffers of the Trust. 
Price of Sugar Is Fixed by 
Germany. 


Washington, May 7.—Manuel Rionda, 4 
member of ‘the sugar brokerage firm of 
Czarnikow, Macdougall & Co., of New 
York and London, was before the senate 
committee on relations with Cuba today. 
He said that his firm has ‘business con- 
nection -with all parts of Cuba, Dut no 
branch house in that country. He esti- 
mated the annual product of the inde- 
pendent sugar refineries of the United 
States at 536,048 tons, and said that his 
firm sells more Cuban sugar to. the in- 
dependent refineries than to the_,trust. 
He delivered a statement of the sales 
of Cuban sugars for the present year, 
showing that he had: sold less than 5,000 
tons to the trust for that period. 

Germany, he said, ag the largest sugar 
producer in the worki,. fixed the price of 
sugar. In February. and. March, how- 
ever, there is a-reduction on Cuban su- 
gars Deélow the Hamburg price, owing to 
the fact that at that season of the year 
the’ supply is greater than the demand. 
The variation is seldom, the witness said, 
more*than 1-8 of a cent a pound. 

Benefit to Cuban Seller. 

Senator Platt asked what would be the 
effect of a reduction of. the duty in Cu- 
ban sugar and the witness replied that 
the Cuban seller would ’receive the en- 
tire benefit. The price on Cuban sugar 
never would, however, go beyond the parity 
of beet sugars—that was the danger line 
—for the purchaser would take the beet 
sugar in percentage. He; did not. believe 
that the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany would get any of the ‘benefits of a 
concession. The Cuban producers could 
hold their sugar and the reffMners would 
be compelled to go to another market 
with the result that they would advance 
the price in that market and thus get 
squeezed themselves instead of squeezing 
the Cuban producers. 

‘What would be the effect upon Cuban 
sugars in case there shouN be no reduc- 
tion in the: duty?’’ 

‘Very disastrous because those who 
have marie advances on Cuban sugar to 
the extent of 1 1-2 cents per pound would 
call all their loans in for fear the price 
would go lower and it is to be feared 
that a panic would ensue. 

“Would it not lower 
world over?" 

“Not necessarily, because Cuba is very 
weak financially.’’ 

Americans in Cuba. 

George E. Bryson, newspaper editor and 
commissioner of deetis of Havana, gave 
the names of a number 4f large sugar 
plantations in Cuba whith are owned by 
Americans. One firm composed of Etg- 
lishmen and Americans, which ships about 
120,00 hogshead annially, owns a large 
part, of the land around Guantanamo bay. 
In addition to the large plantations held 
by Americans, Mr. Bryson said there were 
probably 100 smaller plantations held in 
the islands by Americans. There are 
many large holdings by Spaniards tn the 
vicinity of Havana, Matanzas, Colon and 
Cardenas. 

As a rule, however, the Spaniards con- 
trol the @ugar production of the island 
by tholding mortgages rather than by 
holding the estates outright. He esti- 
mated that 20 per cent of the sugar pro- 
duction of the island is thus controled by 
Spanish citizens. 

He knew of no large plantation in Cuba 
owned by Cuban citizens. Many. of those 
described -as American citizens are, Mr. 
Bryson gaid, natives of Cuba, Out natu- 
ralized citizens of the United States. 

Mr. Bryson said much of the sugar pto- 
duced by OCubans is grown by peons or 
eolonos, who get only what the planter 
on whose estate they are located sees nt 
to give them. He did not. think as a 
mule they would recelvg any benefit from 
an increase in the price of sugar. As for 
the Cuban plantations, most of them were 
burned out.

S50 Emperor Francis Joseph An- 
nounces at Buda Pest. 

Buda Pest, May 7.—‘‘As in the past, So 
In the future, the constant endeavor of 
my government will be directed to foster- 
ing close relations with our allies, as well 
as feelings of confidence with all other 
powers, thus contributing to the main- 
tenance and consolidation of European 
peace.’ . 

This was the most interesting passage 
from a general international viewpoint in 
the reply of Emperor Francis Joseph to 
the address of the delegations of Austria- 
Tiungary at the reception held in the 
castle at Buda Pest today. 

Tihie emperor also made a brief but im- 
portant reference to the Balkan situa- 
tion, saying:

NOT ONE INCH HAS BEEN 


YIELDED TO THE BOERS 


Lord Salisbury Makes . That Significant Announce- 
ment Regarding the Peace Negotiations in South 
Africa-=Every Demand Is Being Insisted On. 


London, May 7.—The premier, Lord Sal- 
isbury, as president of the annual grand 
habitation of the Primrose League, at 
Albert hall, today spoke to an immense 
audience in a much less pessimistic vein 
than when he was last heard in public. 
He congratulated the league on the 
Staunch support given to conservative 
governments, one result of which was 
that Great Britain was now supreme in 
Egypt, while with regard to Ireland the 
country need no longer fear the “insane, 
suicidal projects of imperial disruption 
supported by many of the opposition 
statesmen.”’ 

At the same time, he sald, the country 
must not expect the “ashes of past con- 
fiicts’’ to be extinguished: immediately. 
Great Britain has had a great and se- 
rious war; but admitting that misery 
and suffering had been caused, it ‘‘must 
be recognized that the power, prestige, 
influence and magic effect of our great 
empire are more potent, more efficient and 
more admirable than éver before... We 
have suffered,’’ continued the premier, 
‘‘but we have greatly won.”’ 

Turning to the peace negotiations, Lord 
Salisbury announced that ‘‘Great Britain 
has not receded one inch from her former 
pgsitions. As to rights we claimed and 
the policy we intended to pursue, we are 
exactly where We were.’’ 

The premier repudiated the assertion 
that Great Britain was weakening on the 
subject of peace terms. He declared the 
country could not afford to submit to the 
suggestion that affairs should be allowed 
to slide back into a position where it 


would be in the power of the enemy when 
the opportunity suited him to renew the 
issues for which this country had fought 
during the last three years. When the 
conflict was over all possibilities would 
be done to mold their present opponents 
so they could take up their position in 
the empire, which had conferred so many 
blessings on the human race. But it 
must be thoroughly understood that the 
whole government of the country was to 
be of such a character that it would be 
impossible that the struggle could be re- 
newed. It was tmportant that this should 
be clear; some people thought the ¢m- 
pire might become tired. He did not 
wish to convey the idea that there was 
afiy feeling of bitterness toward the 
Boers, for there was nothing the govern- 
ment more earnestly desired than that 
they should enjoy al] the privileges con- 
ferred on their brother nations by the 
colonial system. 

Further advices received today from 
South Africa announced that 208 Boers 
had been captured and that ten burghers 
were killed in the neighborhood of Lind- 
ley, Orange River colony, yesterday. 

The town of O'’Kiep, western Cape 
Colony, which has been besieged since 
April 4 by a Transvaa!] force under Com- 
mandant Smuts, has been relieved by a 
British force under Colone] Cooper.

REBELS DRIVE OUT JIMINEZ 
AND HOLD SANTO DOMINGO 


Monte Cristo, Santo Domingo, May 7.— | 


Further confirmation was received here 
today of the surrender of San Domingo, 
capital of Santo Domingo, Friday last, to 
the revolutionary forCes commanded by 
Vice President Vasquez. The provisional 
government established there will retain 
power until new elections have been held. 

Peace is completely reestablished in the 
southern part of Santo Domingo. Advices 
from Puerto Plata, on the north coast, 
announce that.tihe crew of the Dominican 
war vessel at that port has sided with 
the insurgents and yesterday conveyed 
to the governor, General Deschamps, an 
order to eurrender, which was obeyed. 

When San Domingo city surrendered to 
Vice President Vasquez President Jimi- 
nez sought refuge in the French consul- 
ate there. 

The Haitfen ministér, L. Borno, and 
the Spanish minister, communicated to 
the revolutionary commander a message 
to General Vasquez from President Jim- 
inez, consenting to the drawing up of a 
treaty of capitulation which was to pro- 
vide a full guarantee for the safety of 
the officials and employees and defenders 
of the government, as well as for the 
security of persoral property. The pres- 
ident and the ministers, it was further 


-agreed, were not to leave the country be- 


fore the submission of all the authorities 
of the different districts 6f Santo Do- 
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By common consent of your thoughts, the 
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mingo had been received and all’ political 
prisoners were to be liberated. 

The revolutionary army entered San 
Domingo at 11 a m., the same day (Fri- 
day) and took possession of the govern- 
ment building. ) 

The form of the new government of 
Santo Domingo has not been decided.

Gully took the chair the conseryaative 
and liberal members rose and greeted 
him with cheers. The occupants of the 
Irish benches remained seated. 

Mr. Mooney in moving his resolution 
declared that Mr. Dillon’s language upon

by the grossly Offensive and unparlia- 
mentary taunt from Mr. Chamberlain, 
and that the speaker should have com- 
pelled Mr. Chamberlain to withdraw his

Washington, May 7.—The house today 

entered upon the consideration of the 

bill to enable the peop® of Oklahoma, 

Arizona and New Mexico to form con- 

stitutions and state governments, and 

be admitted irfo the union on an equal 
footing with the original states. Rep- 
resantative Knox of Massachusetts, 
chairman of the committee on terrt- 
tories, and Mr. Rodey, the delegate 
from New . Mexice, made extended 
speeches in support of the bill, and Mr.

“Four or five months ago,” he 
said, “I got rebates on pork from Nelson 
Morris. At one time the cooler managers 
told me that they had an agreement not 
to sell at less than $% per hundred. They 
would evade the agreement by selling 
osme cents lower. 

‘The cooler managers meet every We1d- 
nesday afternoon and form a ‘. o. d.’ list 
and on Saturday they hold another meet- 
ing. I do not know who fixes prices for 
them, but they are fixed the last of each 
week for the week following.’’ 

“When a man does not sell his cattle 
in East St. Louis,’’ continued the wit- 
ness, ‘‘and sips them elsewhere, the 
packers send a dispatch ahead of him in- 
structing that buyers offer only so much. 

“Meat this year is much inferior to 
that sold last year. The mumber of cattle 
sold and killed in East St. Louis this 
season has been unusually large. Most 
of the meat has been placed in storage.” 

Advance Not Justified. 

William Tamme, of St. Louis, formerly 
city salesman for Swift, testified to 4a 
uniform price at which salesmen of all 
companies were instructed to sell. At- 
torney Ernst C. Dodge has charge of the 
c. o. d. list, which is made up of every 
week, the witness declared. Tamme said 
the increased prices of meat was out of 
proportion to“the increase in the price of 
cattle. He safd 100 butchers in St. Louis 
had gone out of business and that the 
Mound City Packing .Company and thé 
North St. Louis Packing Company had 
also retired. 

At the afternoon session there was ad- 
ditional testimony as to the combination 
of packers, the giving of rebates and the 
fixing of uniform prices in 8t. Louis. 

Several of the witnesses told of the 
sale of condemned meats, some of which 
was made into sausage. T. Z. Wertz, a 
Frisco railroad man at Monett, was the 
last witness. He grew up in the packing 
business under his father at Quincy, IIls., 
and up to a year ago was for several 
years manager of a Branch house at To- 
peka, Kans. He told of the existence of 
a combine between the various packing 
companies to fix the price of meats and 
related the incident in which he lost his 
position for selling lard at a half cent 
less per pound than the combine price. 

May Seize Goods in Transit. 

Chicago, May 7.—United States District 
om tney S. H. Bethea returned to Chi- 
cago today after a conference with Attor- 
ney General Knox relative to the inves- 
tigation of the so-called beef trust. It 
was announced that the bill for the in- 
junction against the big packers is being 
printed at Washington and Attorney Day 
is expected to arrive with it. It has been 
ascertained that the bill will ask not on- 
ly for a dissolution of contracts entered 
into by and between packers, but that 
goods in transit be seized if it can be 
shown that contracts exist whereby rail- 
roads are allowing packers illegal re- 
bates.

POPE MOURNS CORRIGAN 


Holy Father Sends Cablegram Re- 
garding Archbishop’s Death. 


THOUSANDS SEE THE REMAINS 


Body Removed to Cathedral, Where, 
It Is Estimated, 20,000 Per- 
sons View It. 


New York, May 7.~—Rev. Dr. ¥erranti, 
Italian secretary to Archbishdép Corrigan, 
made public tonight a cadclegram which 
was received at the archiepiscopal resi- ' 
dence from Cardinal Rampolla, pontifical 
secretary of state at Rome, expressing 
the sorrow of Pope Leo at the demise 
of Monsignor Corrigan. The cablegram 
is as follows: 

“The holy father, with great sorrow, 
learne o1 the death of the grand arch- 
bishop, whom he hoped to see in Rome 
verv soon. His holiness, who appreciates 
very highly the especial merits of the 
dead prelate, expresses his sympathy from 
the depth of his heart for the metropol- 
itan church of New York, and he prays 
to God to give to the soul of the great 
archbsthop the repose of the just and 
the premium of eternal glory.” 

The body of Archbishop Corrigan was 
removed to the cathedral in the morning. 
It is estimated that 20,000 persons viewed 
the remains of Archbishop Corrigan in the 
cathedral tonight. More than 2%,000 
crowded the church between 11 in the 
morning and 6 in the evening.

Stockholders Accused of Taking Outfit 
from Lessee. 


DID NOT LIKE’ HIS POLITICS 


Paper Published in Hon. Thomas Ea- 
son’s Home Favors Wiley Wil- 
liams for Prison Commis- 
sioner—Lawsuit Now 
Promised. 


Columbus, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Co- 
lumbus people are greatly interested in 
a political sensation which has developed 
in Telfair county, the home of Prison 
Commissioner Thomas Eason, as a re- 
sult of the candidacy of Captain Wiley 
Willtams, of Muscogee, for the prison 
commissionership. 

The Twin City News is the ‘name of 
a weekly paper which until a few days 
ago was published at McRa@, in Telfair 
county. Its editor was Rev. L. A. Snow. 
On April 4 The Twin City News publish- 


ed the following: 
“Captain Wiley Williams, .of Columbus, 
is in the race flat-footed for prison com- 


missioner against Tom Eason. It is 
said his friends expect to carry Telfair, 
Dodge and Montgomery solid. Our lit- 
tle Tom will need to mend tip his fence 
in earnest—no time to waste and no 
time to lose. Ali will be needed.” 

A few days afterwards The Twin City 
News was forcibly suspended, without 
the consent of the editor, and he claims 
that his printing office was ‘‘sacked” 
by the stockholders because of the po- 
sition of the paper on the prison com- 
missionership race. The Te@fair War 
Horse, L. A. Snow editor and publjsher, 
has just made its appearance as the 
successor of The Twin City News. 

In The Telfair War Horse there is 
reprinted from -The Telfair Enterprise 
an account of the suspension of The 
Twin City News. It is in effect that 
on last Saturday morning a few of the 
stockholders of The Twin City News 
drove up to its place of domicile and 
loaded it in wagons and a few minutes 
later unloaded it upon the nerthbound 
freight train and shipped it to Bastman. 
The manner in which the outfit was 
kidnaped by a part of the stockholders 
created a mild sensation for a _ time. 
The paper was operated by a lessee— 
Rev. L. A. Snow—and was carted away 
without his consent. 

Editor Snow’s Comment. 

Commenting * upon this, Editor Snow, 
in his present publication, The Telfair 
War Horse, says: 

“The above is a brave and fair state- 
ment of one of the most lawless ‘events 
that has taken place in this section for 
a long time.’’ The following corréspond- 
ence js then quoted: 

“Mr. L. A. Snow, MetRae, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: Under the contract which you “ire 
operating The Twin City News the stock- 
holders have the right to take possession 
of the same whenever in their opinion the 
paper is not being run as it should be, 
and the directors, as well as a majority 
of the stockholders, are not satisfied with 
the kind of paper you are getting out, 
and have instructed me to notify you that 
you. lease is canceled and that taey will 
take charge of same on April 12, and 
will run ft themselves. I will thank you 
to arratige things go as to turn it over at 
that time.

Elberton, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The 
mass meeting called by the county dem- 
ocratic executive committee for yester- 
day was held at the court house. Hon.

tary. . 

The attendance was the largest known 
in years and great interest was mani- 
fested.

This met with no op- 
position, but leaders of nearly every can- 
didate wanted to amend it and make it 
stronger. The resolution was finally 
amended so that it required each candi- 
date, before being announced by the com- 
mittee, to swear that he had not used 
money, whisky or anything of value to 
obtain the nomination, and if it -was 
shown that he had, for the committee to 
refuse to give him the nogfhation, put 
to give it to the candidate receiving the 
next highest number of votes. The meet- 
ing throughout seemed harmonious in the 
extreme. Requiring each voter to vote 
in his own district is a departure from 
custom, and opinion as to its advisability 
is divided. 

The race for local offices has now 
rounded into the home stretch. Hon. A. 
P. Deadwyler announced today as 4 can- 
dicate for county commissioner, making 
six entries for the three places on this 
board.

He was born on the island of Mar- 
tinijque. His father owned an adjoining 
plantation to the Empress Josephine. His 
parents moved to Cuba when he was quite 
emal] and then to Paris, France. 

He was educated in the finest military 
schools of Tulouse, which place .he left 
at the age of 18 years, coming to America 
just before the civil war. 

He went into the confederate army 

from Memphis as a captain of scouts 
under General N. B. Forrest, with whom 
he was personally acquainted and a 
great favorite. When there was a dan- 
gerous piece of work to be done Captain 
Reynand was always picked as the leader 
to execute it. 

He was wounded several times, was 
taken prisoner and kept at Little Rock, 
Ark., for eight months. He was wounded 
once near the ear, causing a partia) loss 
,of his hearing.

YAGUI INDIANS ON WAR PATH. 


OUTBREAK OF TRIBE OCCURS IN 
MEXICO. 


Wounded: Man Makes Brave Fight, 
Wife Assisting Him To Crawl 
to Relief. 


El Paso, Tex., May 7-—William Brown, 
a traveling freight agent, who has just 
returned from a trip to Guaymas, Mexico, 
tells of an outbreak of the Yaqui Ondians 
and a serious fight which occurred last 
Friday night. 

“About twelve miles nortth of Guaya- 
mas was once the favored ground of the 
Yaquis,” said Mr. Brown. “Once in a 
while they make a run back to the old 
place and wreak vengeance on the Mex- 
icans who have gone there and settled. 

Last Friday night a party arrived from 


the mountains and forthwith commencedf 


marauding. The Mexican settlers took 
to the hills, but one family was headed 
off and a desperate battle ensued. The 
family consisted of a man, hig wife and 
mother and two children. The man put 
up a great fight against the odds and 
kept the Indians away until he fell, se- 
verely wounded. His mother and one 
babe had been killed before he fell. 

“With his. wife supporting him they 
managed to crawl away with the remain- 
ing child and next morning reached a lit- 
tle station on the railroad, where the re- 
port was spread. Soldiers were rushed 
to the scene of the fight but the Indians 
had filed.

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Young Women in Business. 

One of the eminent social reformers 
of the eastern end of the nation has 
been lecturing the college classes and 
women’s clubs against the business 
employment of young women. 
claims to have made careful investiga- 
tions into the effects o. young wo- 
men seeking places in the business 
occupation, trades and professions 
that heretofore have been commonly 
held by young men. The result is 
that he feels impelled to take up a 
trusade against the physical, moral 
and economic evils that he believes 
attend the new departure. 

In the firs. place, he finds that the 
2agerness cf young women to be inde- 
péfdent through the earning of self- 
support and a surplus is cheapening 
the rate of wages that heretofore has 
been paid to men rendering the like 
services. By comparisohs taken from 
government ‘sbor and wage tables be 
shows th.t in many manual and me- 
chanical employments women now 
perform the same service, getting the 
same results, for one-chird to one-half 
the wages formerly paid to men, while 
the raw materials cost even less and 
the finished product is sold for the 
same, or better, prices. 

In the second place he finds that the 
health and education of the young 
women suffe: by their going into the 
employments that demand strength 
of body and tension of mental powers. 
The consequences are a large number 
of physically undeveloped young wom- 
en prematurely afflicted with uiseases 
to which they should be strangers; 
and their education drifted from solid 
Information to the slang and worldly 
knowledge of the shop, the office and 
the streets. 

Thirdly, he claims that the moral 
perils which accompany so many of 
the employments into which young 
women ar. pressing are of th* most 
seductive and destructive character, 
and he presents some figures that, if 
true, are significantly startling. 

And lastly he argues that marriage 
and home life are rendered both dis- 
tasteful to the women and impossible 
to the young men by reason of the low 
wages that both must accept by reason 
of the competition the women have es- 
tablished. 

It is a serious problem that is pre 
sented and one side of it may be as 
large and as logical as the other. We 
content ourselves with stating the 
general terms of a situation that is 
being discussed with more or less 
warmth in secial and economic circles, 
where the problem is more urgent 
than with us in the south. 
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Admiral Sampson. 

The death of Admiral William T. 
Sampson occurred under = circum- 
stances of unusual pathos. He had 
become within the past two years a 
very helpless invalid and his suffer- 
ings affected his mental poise in a 
most path-tic manner. His death at 
almost any hour has not been an un- 
expectable event among his family 
and closer friends for many months. 

Admiral Sampson was an accom- 
plished naval officer.

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America’s Commercial Prestige 

Some interesting figures have re 
cently been tabulated by the United 
States burean of statistics showing 
the average monthly imports and ex- 
ports of the principal countries of the 
aes for several months past; and 
rom this statistical summary it ap- 
pears that the United States, heads 
the list as an exporter of domestic 
products. 

But the commercial ascendency 
which this country has lately gained 
in the world’s market is shown as 
much in the decreased valuation of 
our imports as it is in the increased 
valuation of our exports; and while 
the following table will show that our 
average monthly exports for some time 
past have -aggregated $118,048,078, 
placing us decidedly in the lead, it 
will also show that our imports have 
amounted to only $75,410,891, which 
is considerably less in proportion than 
can be shown by any other country 
on the globe. The table compiled by 
the bureau of statistics ,is as follows:

and transfer it to this side of the At- 
lantic.

You par- 
ticularited further results ‘‘from the rictouws 
carnival of rufn,”” twelve persons killed, &f- 
ty-six seriously injured, 7,000 turned out of 
house amd home, and charches, private dwell- 
ings, hotels, theaters, commercial establish- 
ments, dulidings of all kinds were dedicated 
to the flames.”’ Naturally you recall the Jack- 
sonville destruction of leet epring as germane 
to your subject. 

Then best of all you deduce from these 
premises the righteous iInqpiry, ‘‘to what ex- 


bath desecration ?’’ 

All honor to you for this timely warning 
as to neglect of God’s holy Sabbath. Cordial- 
ly do I join hands with you. And in this 
spirit alow me to present from the best Bi- 
ble authorities, and so without claim to orie@- 
inality, some of the plath and practical instruc- 
tions of inspiration as to the purpose and us» 
of the Babbath day. 

1. In Genesis ii, 2-3, we are informed that 
God ended his work and rested on the seventh 
day, and that He blessed the seventh day and 
sanctified it because in it He rested from his 
work. His labor embraced the vast creations 
im heaven and fn earth, all completed to ab- 
solute perfection in the firet six days, so that 
God did then appoint the seventh day as @ 
rest for Himeelf and for all Hts creatures. 
He did not rest because of weariness, but, ‘“‘as 
one well pleased with the instances of™dls 
own glory.”” And “as He eo rested on that 
day and todk complacency in His creatures. 
and then sanctified it, so He appointed to us. 
on that day, to rest and take complacency in 
the Creator.” It Is a blessed day because He 
blessed it and has appointed His creatures on 
that day to eerve and to biess Him. 

2. Turn to Exodus xx, 8-i!, known as the 
Fourth Commandment, and see how plainly 
God outlines the proper manner of observing 
the Sabbath. See if the rafiroade which 
traverse our entire country upon every hour 
of each Sabbath laden with freight, mails and 
travelers, or with mafls and travelers, can 
find in thie Fourth Commandment a hole 
through which a single car thus loaded: might 
travel with any promise of God's biessing. 
Let us scrutinize a little M@ ther and more in 
detall. (1) What day is designated and how 
known? It is the seventh day which foi- 
lows the six days of jabor. (2) 
How is the day to ve observed? 
First as @ Gay of rest: They must do no 
manner of work in their callings or worldly 
business. Becond as a holy day eet apart to 
the honor of a holy God, and should be spent 
in holy exercises. (3) God by blessing it made 
it holy: men by solemnly blessing Him must 
kecp it holy and not alienate it to any other 
purpose. (4) Who must observe it? Every 
man and every member of his family, an 
hie dependents, employees and. animale. 

But what are the reasons of these com- 
mands? (1) We have time enough and to 
spare in the other six days for all proper 
work. (2) This te God's day, the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God, not only instituted, but 
consecrated by Him, for all the objects named, 
(3) It is to be a memortal of the creation of 
the world and should be observed for that 
purpose. (4) After six days of work God 
rested on the seventh day and rejaiced in 
the work of Hits hand, that we might take 
delight in Him and glory in His work. (5) By 
actual test it has been proved again and again 
that every man and animal suffers when de- 
prived of the Sabbath rest. The lands need 
it, the railroads need it,“and so do Go's ac- 
tive and utilized portions of creation. 

Your article might be construed to imply 
that the destruction by fires on a Sabbath 
day were retributions for sins on that day. 
Thies might possibly have been the case, but 
not necessarily. God is not, however, limited 
to time, occasion or methods in administering 
His providences. The fact is, however, that 
states, railroads, banks and all other inatitu- 
tions belonging to time, taving ro. existence 
hereafter, must have penalties meted to them 
in time, while their managers and owners 
will recéive thelr dues in eternity. Hence it 
is proper to conclude that God very often 
sends severe judgments upon institutions. of 
this World becanse of thetr @fnful uses and 
management. Not a sparrow falleth to the 
ground without Hise knowledge. Therefore, 
Sabbath desecration by railroads and all else 
for profit and worldly business is surely close- 
ly watched and noted by the God who Institut- 
#d and eanctified that great memorial day.

Suffrage and State Rights. 


Editor Conetitution: In your timely edito- 
rial of Wednesday, the 7th, commendatory of 
the plan of erettiement of the negro question 
by the National Federation of Women’s Clubs 
you pertinently ask: 

‘Why may not the question of suffrage as 
well ag social equality be left to the states 
exclusively ?’’ 

Well, that ts precisely where our federal 
constitution has left it. The fourteenth amend- 
ment prohibite any state from making cr °n- 
forcing any law abridging ‘‘the privileges and 
immunities of citizens of the United States. ’ 
But what do we understand by the words 
“privileges and immunhities?’’ They did not 
come into the constitution with the fourteenth 
amendment. They were there (in article 4) 
eighty years before the fourteenth amend- 
ment was ever dreamed of. Nor do they re- 
late to suffrage at all. They relate not to 
political rights, but to private right only. 
Our federal courte have uniformly held that 
suffrage is not a natural right Incident to cit- 
izenehip, but a political right—a gift conferred 
by the state. 

The only clause in the fourteenth amendment 
that bears upon the question of suffrage is 
found in section 2, relative to the apportion- 
ment of representatives among the several 
states. The apportionment ts based upon pop- 
ulation. This is mandatory. Then follows the 
comtingent proposition, namely, that when ‘‘the 
right to vote’’ is denied by the estate to resi- 
dent male citizens of the tnited States over 
twentyy-one years of age, except for ‘‘crime.”’ 
the basis of representation ehall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of such 
citizens bears to the whole number of resi- 
dent male eltizens over twenty-one years of 
age. 

But whence comes this “tight to vote?’ 
Not being a natural right inherent in citizen. 
#hip, but only a gift conferred by the state, 
it can come only by state laws. The state 
may, by expanding or restricting the right to 
vote, gain or lose in numerical representation. 
But the state is under no compulsion to do 
either. It has a free band in the matter. If 
it elects to restrict the suffrage, and thereby 
to reduce its numerical representation, that ts 
& matter which concerna only iteelf. The 
federal authorities cannot interfere. In other 
words, the fourteenth amendment leaves the 
question of suffrage with the state, where it 
has always been. 

Nor does the fifteenth amendment materially 
modify this. It declares merely that ‘‘the 
right of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall hot be denied or abridged,”” by aither 
state or general government, ‘‘on account of 
race, color or previous condition of servitude.’’ 
But here again we have the question, ‘‘Whence 
comes this right’ to vote?’ In the etate it 
can come only by state laws; in a territory 
it can come only by a law of congress. Hence 
the obvious meaning is that, when ‘‘the right 
to vote’ has been thus conferred, its exer- 
cise shall not be denjed or abridged on ac- 
count of racial conditions—it being still com- 
petent to the etate (or to congress as the case 
May be) to declare that ‘‘when.’’ In neither 
Case is there any guarantee by the constitu- 
tioh that the gift of ‘the right to vote’ shall 
be conferred, or that when conferred it shall 
never be withdrawn. The only guarantee is 
exemption from certain specified diacrimina- 
tions. Beyond this there is nothing mandatory.

VS. Manual Labor.”

(Written for The Constitution.) 
There is perhaps no question of the day 
in which the people of northwest wcorg'a 


are more vitally interested than that of | 


the education of thelr children. It is un- 
deniable that a larger percentage of the 
parents of this section are making great- 
er personal sacrifices to give their sons 
and @aughters the benefit of a college 
training than ever before. If the motive 
which inspires this sacrifice is to prepare 
them for a higher class of work it its 
highly commendabis, but if the object is 
to enable them to evade hard work, it is 
wrong and should be discouraged. 

Unfortunately, the idea prevalis very gen- 
erally that boys and girls who have pass- 
ed throngh dollege are, for that reason, 
not expected to eng@ge in ordinary 
manual labor. As a result of tie falia- 
clous and hurtful idea as to the end 
sought to be obtained by college work, 
the occupation of farming has come to be 
regarded as fit only for the uneducated 
masses. Young people-who come out of 
echool with such an idea fixed ih their 
minds and unwilling to plow and noe, to 
cook ami wash, to wield a Diacksmith’'s 
hammer or push a carpenter’s plane—to 
do euch things, they argue, would be dis- 
appointing to their parents and defeat the 
very object of the objection they have 
been to such pains to secure. It is pos- 
sible that the professors th our colleges, 
the atmosphere of our mstitutions 
of learning, or perhaps the . ~par- 
ents themselves are responéible for 
this false notion. If our people, 
especially in the smaller towns and vil- 
lages, would receive as cordially and treat 
with as much respect the young graduate 
who returns to the farm to take his place 
between the plow handles as it does tne 
lawyer or doctor who comes to practice 
in the community. more young people or 
brains and culture would take up the oc- 
cupation of farming, and tillers of the 
soil would be more highly regarded. 

Let the faculties of our colleges take 
up this matter and Impress upon the stu- 
dents the fact that they can retiect as 
much horkor wpon their atma.mater in the 
shop, foundry or field as in the realms 
of politics, law or medicine. ‘hen tne 
young graduate will go into the shop, 
foundry and fleld with his diplomas, un-

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haunted by any fear that his occupation 
will cast any reflection upon the Institu- 
tion whence they cama 

Agriculture is not only en honorable 
business, but one of the most necessary 
of all pursuits. It must be carried on, 
and one of the greatest needs of the day 
is for more intelligent and skilled men to 
engage in scientific farming. 

It affords me pleasure to say that T can 
at this moment recall several young men— 
Polk county boys and graduates of col- 
leges—who have gone back to the farm 
and are sucreeding splendidly as agricul- 
turists. Our people are believers in edu- 
cation. not the sort that is intended to 
save from work, but the sort which pre- 
pares and inspires men to harder and 
more efficient work. 

Conducive to this end.are our Iindus- 
trial, agricultural and technological 
schools—schools which develop the brawn 
as well as the brain; schools that turn 
out farmers, mechanics and artisans into 
whom the epirit of work has been infused, 
We are proud of our Polk county college- 
bred farmers and they are not ashamed of 
being farmers, and we hope that our 
people will continue to emphasize the fact 
nal an education is meant to make men 
and women more efficient in manual as 
well as mental lapors.

farmer Benedict Grapples with 
Escaped Negro Convict 


Megro Cursed Benedict and Attacked 
Him with His Hands—Coro- 
ner’s Inquest Relieves 
White Man of All 
Blam 


After making his escape from the Ful- 
‘vn county chaingane, George Zeal, a 
sero convict. was shot and killed near 
Westview cemetery Tuesday about noon 
by J. W. Benedict, a farmer. 

Benedict was endeavoring to capture 
the fugitive and was repelling an attack 
at the time of the shooting After re- 
selving a mortal wound and when almost 
within the embrace of death, the convict 
grappled with the farmer and forced him 
to the ground. Weakness overcame him, 
however, before he could do any injury. 

Coroner J. R. Stamps held an inquest 
over the body of the negro, the verdict 
being that the killing was justifiable. 
Benedict was sccordingty not srrested. 

Zeal had been in the chaingang for 
some timé and had beén made a trusty. 

He escaped Tuesday morning while his 
gang was at work on the Marietta street 
road. 

J. W. Benedict resides about 4 miles 
from Westview cemetery and about 5 
miles from where the convict made his 
ascape. He was out working on his place 
and shortly before noon was approached 
by Zeal, who informed him that he and 
three other men had escaped from the 
Chattahoochee convict camp. After talk- 
ing with the farmer a few minutes the 
convict passed on. 

Benedict then hastened to a nearby 
house and borrowed a double-barreled 
shotgun. He informed a neighbor of the 
escape and he, too, securing a gun, they 
started out to capture the fugitive, going 
in different directions. A short distance 
away Benedict came in sight of Zeal and 
commanded him to throw up his hands. 

The negro picked up 4 rock and sud- 
fenly throwing it at the farmer, exclaim- 
ed with an oath, “I'll kill you.”” He then 
rushed toward him and as he did so 
Benedict pulled the trigger and a loa’ 
of shot entered the convic‘'s side. Not 
feeling the effects of the wound, how- 
ever, the negro seized Benedict and threw 
him to the ground, falling on top of him. 
Fearing the negro would secure the gun, 
Benedict fired the second barrel while 
laying on the weapon. 

The negro soon began to weaken and 
gave up the struggle. On hearing the 
shot, several men rushed to the scene. 
They asked the dying man if he wanted 
anything and gave him some water. Ina 
few minutes he expired. 

His identity was afterwards ascertained 
and the inquest held. 


SAID WIFE DECEIVED HIM 


Patrolman Quinn Makes Sensational 
~~ Answer to Alimony Suit. 


HEARING BEGAN YESTERDAY 


Mrs. Quinn Declared Husband Drove 
Her from Home, but He Denies 
This Charge. 


Sensational was the answer which Po- 
ticeman John H. Quinn made fh the su- 
perior court yesterday morning to the 
suit for alimony which hés wife, Mrs. Ida 
Quinn, had filed against him. He de- 
clared that the reason he failed to sup- 
port her was that she deceived him at 
“the time of their marriage. The case 
‘came on for a hearing before Judge 
Lumpkin and considerable evidence was 
introduced before the hour of adjourn- 
ment. The hearing will be resumed this 


morning. 

The wife set forth in her pleadings 
fhat they were married February 11, 
1991, and that on October 14, 1901, she 
gave birth to a son, Claude Cleveland 
Quinn. She alleged that when this child 
was about 2 months oid her husband 
drove her from home and she was forced 
to go to her parents, who reside at Nor- 
cross, in Gwinnett county. She assert- 
ea that he failed to support her and she 
asked for temporary and permanent all- 
mony and attorney fees, 

When the case was called for hearing 
at 11 o'clock yesterday morning, Police- 
man Quinn submitted his answer to the 
plea of the wife. He said he cid not 
drive her away from home, but that she 
left of her own accord. He asserted that 
he wag not present when she left. Then 
he said: 

“It dg tfue that he has contributed 
nothing for the support of the plaintiff 
and her child, for the reason that the 
child is not his, and plaintiff knows it.”’ 

He declared he suspected his wife's 
alleged condition shortly after their mar- 
riage, “and so told her, but continued to 
live with her and treated her kindly, not 
knowing Absolutely at the time that his 
supposition was correct.” 

He claimed to be a poor man with a 
large family and barely able to provide 
a living for those dependent upon him. 
He said his wife's parents were amply 
able to take care of her. During the 
hearing yesterday the wife denied al! the 
charges made by the husband, 

Mrs. Quinn was represented by Attor- 
ney J. T. Daniel, while Attorney R. J. 
Jordan appeared for the husband.

WEATHER MORE MODERATE. 


Although Warm, No Records Were 
Smashed on Yesterday. 
While one would have had no trouble 
in knowing that yesterday was far from 
the average spring day, it was not nearly 
80 warm as s0me of the days of the pres- 

ent month. 

The highest point reached by the ther- 
mometer was 86 degrees at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. This figure falls 2 degrees 
short of the highest ever reached at this 
season of the year. 

This has been the hottest May on 
record. Three times the thermometer has 
gone to 90 or above and the average has 
been from 4 to 13 degrees above norma! 
for the seven days. Fortunately, the 
humidity has not been noticeable and 
the weather has been exceptionally dry. 
For this reason there has not been any- 
thing like the suffering that would have 
‘otherwise resulted. 


MONEY WANTED TO LAY PIPE. 


Water Commissioners To Ask $7,500 
Appropriation of City 
Council. 

City council will be asked at fits next 
meeting to add $7,500 tothe appropriation 

for the water works department. 

The request will come from the board 
of water commissioners and the money 
asked for is wanted for the purpose of 
laying water mains. The water board 
held ttagregular meeting yesterday after- 
noon and during the session the question 
of finances arose. It has developed that 
the water department, through no fault 
of its own, has run short of money to 
lay new pipe and unless it gets additional 
help from council there will be many feet 
of pipe that will have to remain above 
ground. The fund set aside for laying 
new pipe was thought at the time to be 
sufficient, but it was found neces- 
sary at the last moment to lay the pipe 
much deeper than originally intended.

TWO INJURED 
IN A RUNAWAY 


Miss Caroline Sheehan and 
Mr. John Gatins Thrown 
From Trap. 


HORSE WAS FRIGHTENED 
BY A PASSING TRAIN 


Miss Sheehan Was Thrown Violently 
to the Ground and Her Collar 
Bone Is Probably Broken. 

Mr. Gatins Was Badly 

Cuf. 


As a result of an exciting runaway near 
East Point yesterday afternoon about 4 
o'clock, John-Gatins, a well known young 
Atlanta business man, and Miss Caroline 
Sheehan, of 421 Pledmont avenue, were 
badly injured. 

Mr. Gatins and Miss Sheehan were out 
riding in a trap on the McPherson chert 
road when the horse became frightened at 
a passing train and ran away. The trap 
was overturnel and the occupants thrown 
to the ground. 

Miss Sheehan was severely hurt. Her 
collar bone was probably broken and 
she was otherwise painfully injured. Mgr. 
Gatins received a deep cut on the chin, 
the skin was rubbed off his face in 
places and he received other bruises. 

The two young people went out during 
the afternoon for a drive and deciled to 
go out to Bast Point on the chert road. 
They had reached that place when a train 
rapidly approached. The horse became 
frightened at the noise and began to shy. 
Mr. Gatins used his efforts to quiet the 
animal but to no avail, and it soon be- 
came unmanageable, dashing wildly down 
tne road. ‘Iie perllous Mde continued for 
some distance, when suddenly the trap 
was overturned and Mr. Gatine and Miss 
Sheehan were thrown violently to the 
ground, 3 

Assistance soon reached the two young 
people amj thelr injuries were given at- 
tention. Friemis in the city were noti- 
fied of the accident and as @oon as pos- 
sible a tarriage was sent out to the 
se_ ne. 

The injured parties were then brought 
into the city, Miss Sheehan being taken 
to her home on Piedmont avenue, and 
Mr. Gatins to his room in the Kimball 
house. Dr. William Perrin Nicolson was 
summoned and {fs attending both Miss 
Sheehan and Mr. Gatins. He stated last 
night that the injuries are not serious, 
with wie exception of the injury to Miss 
Sthheehan’s shoulder. He gavs it may de- 
Velop that her collar bone is broken. 

Both Mr. Gatins and Miss Sheehan have 
large numbers of friends, who will regret 
to learn, of the accident and who wish 
for them a speedy recovery.

Chinese Woman at Biennial. 


A unique feature at the biennial of 
Woman's clubs in Los Angeles was Dr. 
Yamai Kin, who spoke on ‘‘glass mo- 
saics’’ on the programme arranged by 
the art committee. 

Dr. Kin, accordirg to an article in 
the woman's department of The New 
York Tribune, is the only Chinese woman 
physician in the world. Recently she 
has been speaking before the various 
clubs of California women. 

Dr. Kin is a native of Ning Po, a city 
south of Shanghai. Her father, King 
Ling Yon; was a man of scholarly at- 
tainment, being among the first of the 
Chinese to study English. At his death 
he gave his little daughter to a lifelong 
friend, Dr. McCarthy, a missionary, who 
by shrewd intelligence, it is said, saved 
the entire missionary force from an- 
nihilation during the Tai-Ping rebellion. 

Soon after King Ling Yon's death. Dr. 
McCarthy took his adopted daughter to 
Sapan, where he held the chair of sci- 
ences in the Tokio university, and there 
Yamai spent. five years. Later, a course 
of study in America in a New York 
seminary, followed by. professional study 
and graduation from the Woman's Medi- 
cal College of the New York Infirmary, 
fitted the young Orientalist for a career 
new to any Chinese woman. 

Dr. Kin has practiced her. profession 
in both the Orient and in America, and 
has inher possession marks of recogni- 
tion from China of her abilities. These 
are in the form of scrolls of white satin 
emblazoned in letters of gold. These 
Bcrolls were given her after she had suc- 
cessfully treated the members of the fami- 
ly of His Excellency Heli Tsing So, min- 
ister plenipotentiary to Japan. The 
scrolls eulogize her work aS a phvysi- 
clan in Chitra. :

the offices of the home mission board,.a 
definite plan wag adopted for the federa- 
tion and eupport of the various Baptist 
denominations of the state. 

The meeting was attended by G. A. 
Nunnally, P. A, Jessup, C. H. & Jackson, 
S. X. Jameson, W. W. Landrum, P. D. 
Pollock, F. C. McConnell and M. L. Brit- 
tain. 

A committee from Shorter college, 
Rome, Ga., consisting of President Sim- 
mons, Colonel D. B. Hamilton, Hon. ‘L. 
A. Dean, Judge George Hillyer and Rev. 
L. R. Gwaltney, was introduced. 

The following plan of operation was 
adopte.] by the commission: 


Report Adopted. 


“Grade of Schools—1. The system com- 
prising such. schools as may agree to the 
terms and accept the conditions prescribed 
for admission shall be known as the ‘Mer- 
cer System of Schools.’ 

“2. ‘ihe several schools shall be grouped 
into three classes: The university, the 
collegiate and the academic. 

‘“Curriculum—1. The university shall be 
equipped to maintain as high a standard 
of scholarship as that of any institution 
of learning in the state, and will confer 
the several bachelor degrees and the 
master’s degree. 

"2. The schools denominated ccQlegiate 
shall be equipped to do full college work, 
conforming their courses of study to the 
university literary curriculum, or its 
equivalent. These colleges may then con- 
fer the usual bachelor degrees, and will 


be recognized by this commiséion as of | 


collegiate rank. 

‘3. Schools denominated academic shall 
have a course of study that will prepare 
students for at least«the freshman class 
of the university. 


Terms of Admission. 


“Terms of Admission—1!. All schools de- 
siring to become part of this system shall 
file with this commission at the time of 
application, official and itemized state- 
ments of their assets and liabilities. 

‘2. Schools accepted by Bhe commission 
ehall have their charters so'changen when 
necessary as to prevent afiy future mort- 
gage or liability for debt on any part ofr 
their grounds, or buiidings, or vested 
funds. And, also, so that hereafter their 
boards of trustees shall be appointed by 
the Georgia Baptist convention, said trus- 
tees having been nominated by the asso- 
ciations or churches. or by the remaining 
active members of their boards in accord- 
ance with their present methods of eler- 
tion, as provided for by charter; provided, 
that not more than-one third of the board 
shall be liable to change during the con- 
ventional year, and provided also that two 


shall be nominated for each vacancy from , 


whom the ronvention shall choose. 

“On the foregoing fundamental! princi- 
ples of action and terms of affiliation this 
commission undertakes: : 

‘1. To raise a fund to be called the 
emergency fund. sufficient for the liqui- 
dation of all existing debts now resting 
wpon the schools which enter into this svs- 
tem. 

‘9 In addition to pevine these debts, 
the commiesion shall devote its energies 
to the raising of.a f'gpd to be Known as 
the improvement fund. to he use) in om- 

v'ding the necessities of these schools In 
the wav af repairs, equipments and en- 
largements. 

‘8. The ecommission will aleo raise a 
fund for the erdowment of the univer- 
sitv and other echools, as the cynmission 
mav decide to he wtae and oracticable. 
While snecia2l effott t« heing made for 
aome partiowar fund. it ie not intended to 
Airect contrimitione to that fund alone.

LAWS HAND ON 
MANY DODGERS

Number in Edgewood District 
Reported to the County 
Board, 


WILL BE REQUIRED TO 
MAKE PROPER RETURNS 


If Similar Discrepancies Are Discov- 
ered in Other Country Districts, 
It Is Expected That Fully 
$5,000,000 Will Be 
Added to Returns. 


An investigation of county tax returns 
is now being made which will, it is esti- 
mated, be instrumental in securiing ad- 
ditional returns aggregating fully five 
milttions of dollars. 

For some weeks past Captain Amos 
Baker, at the instance of the board of 
county. commissioners, has been looking 
up returns of county taxpayers with 
the result that he has discovered a 
veritable nest of tax «lodgers in one dig- 
trict. ; 

The Edgewood district is the only one 
thus far begn subjected to a microscopic 
investigation, and the others will be 
taken up, one ‘after another, without 
delay. In this district one property 
owner was found who owns twenty-three 
and a half acres which he gives in at 
$900, while an adjoining property holder 
with only twelve acres returns his land 
at $4,000. 

Big Diecrepancy Found. 

This is oné of the largest discrepancies 
found, but forty-two other cases of 
similar nature were reported. Included 
in this report were the names of forty- 
one property owners who had failed to 
return certin property in the Edgewood 
district: for periods of from two to ten 
years past. The "complete report was 
referred to the finance committee of the 
board and some spicy developments may 
be expected. 

In his report Captain Baker suggests 
that when owners make returns of prop- 
erty outside the city Hmits that they 
be requifed to give such description of 
the land as. will make it possitle to 
locate it without difficulty. 

In this connection he says: 

‘In the districts near the city I find 
that a great deal of the property is 
located on streets which are regularly 
laid out and named, and if the number 
and street is given on returns there 
would be no trouble to locate the same. 
It would also be a good idea to have 
them note on returns any property ad- 
jacent which is well known, as this would 
serve to establish its identity.’’ 

John T. Collier was employed to check 
over the county returns with a view of 
ascertaining if there were any taxpayers 
who were returning property at less 
than its value. In future Captain Baker 
will make his reports of investigation 
to Mr. Collier. 

Taxpayers Are Tardy. 

Speaking of the tax question yesterday 
a prominent county official asserted that 
if every one in Fulton county gave in 
his or her property at its true market 
value, which is according to the oath 


to which all subscribe when making re-° 


turns, fully $25,000,000 would be added 
to the returns. Last year the returns 
aggregated $52,406,885. 

The oath which every taxpayer is 
required ‘to sign at the time of making 
returns to the county tax receiver reads 
as follows: 

“Section II. I do solemnly swear that 
I have carefully read (or have heard 
read) and have duly considered' the 
questions propounded in the foregoing 
tax list, and that the value placed by 
me on the property returned, as shown 
by said list, is at the true market value 
thereof; and [ further swear that I re- 
turned, for the purpose of being taxed 
thereon, every species of property that 
I own in my own right, or have control 
of, either as agent, executor, adminis- 
trator or otherwise, and that in making 
said return, for the purpose of being 
taxed thereon, [I have not attempted, 
either by ‘transferring my property to 
another, or by any other means, sought 
to ‘evade the laws governing taxation 
in this state. I do further swear that 
in making said returns, I have done 
so by estimating the true worth and 
value of every species of property con- 


tained therein.’’ 

The county tax books for 182 will 
close June 30 and all who fail to re- 
turn by that time will be placed upon 
the defaulters’ list and will.be proceed- 
ed against in the usual way. The tax- 
payers are very much behind in making 
returns. The time for giving in property 
is nearly half out and only about one- 
fourth of the taxpayers have made their 


returns.

life insurance business.

TRADE MADE TURNS ACTIVE 


Wheat, Corn and Oats Closed Sharply 
_Lower—Provisions Higher—Liqui- 
dation Last Hour Wiped 
Out. Early Gains in 
Stock Market. 


- New York, May 7.—The cotton market open- 
ed steady with prices 2 to 5 points lower in 
fesponse to poor Liverpool cables and bearish 
crop accounts from the south. There were few 
supporting orders in evidence and the bears 
were inclined to the aggressive. Soon after 
the call July was forced down to 9.23 and 
August to 9.06. The New Orleans market 
gave no sign of working higher and commis- 
gion houses appeared in a selling mood. When 
feast expected Liverpool took a turn for the 
better and active buying for western and 
eouthern accounts became a feature. Shoris 
turned for cover and room operators shifted 
to the bull side for a sharp rise. As the 
market improved the demand from outside in- 
terests increased until July had rallied io 
points to 9.38. At this level leading houses 
figured as liberal sellers, being influenced by 
large estimates for tomorrow's receipts and 
ta¥brabie weather forecasts. July sold off to 
9.30 later rallying to 9.35 on bullish south- 
ern spot market news. For the rest of the 
fay prices followed a see-saw movement, 
ig@ading to. reports that prominent interests 
were manipulating prices for small turns. Au- 
gust advanced to 9.18, dropped back to 9.i0, 
worked up to 9.15, then off to 9.08, again to 
9.12, and then to ¥.07. ‘The close was barety 
steady with prices net 5 points higher to 2 
points lower. Total sales were estimated at 
250,000 bales. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleang, May 7.—In the spot cotton 
market factors report some improvement in 
the demand which resulted in sales of 2,450U 
bales, including 900 to arrive. Quotations un- 
changed. , 

After an opening that was from unchanged 
to about 3 points under tne last figures of 
Tuesday, there came a steady recovery and 
prices went forward at healthy strides. The 
market was a forward one -aimost from the 
first trading. May went to a gain of /7 
points over Tuesday's closing, while July gain- 
ed 13 and August iV points. These were the 
top figures of the day and they held firmly 
until. after the 12:30 call, when the market 
gave way under realizing sales. The decline 
continued to the close, when the board showed 
about the lowest figures of the day. Com- 
pared with yesterday’s closing, May lost 4 
points, August 5, October 3, November and 
December 4 each, while June, July and Sep- 
tember were unchanged.

New York, May 7.—Futures in the local) 
market opened steady with first prices at a 
decline of 2 to 5 points. This reduction was 
in keeping with rather disappointing and un- 
favorable cables from the English market. 
There was considerable support early in the 
way of room traders who were soon depress- 
ing the summer months with the hope of bring- 
ing out long cotton, bought on the bulge yes- 
terday afternoon. However, on the early de- 
cline a large buying movement developed. Or- 
ders for the long side came from the west 
and the south in big blocks, and bull support 
was a result. Some options rose 1{§ points 
and consequently the shorts were astounded. 
This show of strength was beyond expecta- 
tions, and many timid people rushed to cover. 
Liverpool] and New Orleans quickly conformed 
with the new level established here, and there 
were some liberal buying orders in all of the 
active deliveries. Despite generally good crop 
reports and favorable weather conditions, the 
fall crop months were decidedly strong and in 
g00d demand from commission houses. Trad- 
ing as a whole was quite active with Wal] 
street support among other features. Port 
receipts were smaller than looked for and this 
added to discomfiture of shorts. At the better 
prices for the nearby deliveries there was 
more or less selling by longs of recent crea- 
tion, and this profit taking resulted in a set- 
back here and there. However, on the dips 
there was good support, and the market was 
quick to harden, there being a plain exhibit of 
underlying strength.

The new crop 
months are attracting investors owing to the 
large discounts, and the chances they will 
shortly become more active than old crop op- 
tions. Such being the case, we suggest that 
purchases of these positions be made on all 
weak periods, as there is less risk and be- 
cause any serious setback to the next crop 
would cause them to advance materially. The 
opinion is gaining ground that there will be a 
sufficiency of cotton to go around and that 
present prices will have a tendency to restrict 
consumption.

New York, May 7.—In the cotton market this 
morning there was a mixed feeling and a 
good many were at sea. Liquidation on a 
small scale caused an opening at 2 to 4 points 
decline. There was little doing. More rain 
fell at Fort Smith, Little Rock, Palestine, Gal- 
veston and Memphis, and the weather map is 
considered of far less importance and will 
not attract more attention for some weeks, 

e opinion generally being that something 
outside of the weather is required to stimulate 
speculation. Both sides are confident, but 
the bulls appear to be less so than they have 
been of late. Heavy outside buying set in the 
first hour, which wiped out the decline and 
sent prices up 5 to 7 points additional, but at 
this.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 7.—Today’s stock market 
showed an unavailing effort to contest the 
downward tendency. After yesterday's re- 
vulsion from the semi-demoralization on Mon- 
day, some reactionary tendency was natural 
to restore the normal] balance of things, but 
this tendency was reinforced by the decidedly 
skeptical sentiment over the prophecies of the 
anthracite labor settlement. These prophecies 
continued very confident from sources with 
every means of authoritative information, but 
the flat contradiction ef the rumors received 
from Scranton, where the miners’ delegates 
“ere in eonvention, caused confusion and un- 
certainty and a suspicion that the Wall street 
outgivings were in the nature of ‘‘tips’’ design- 
ed to influence the stock market. In fact, 
Reading, which was reported as the index of 
the anthracite stocks, was lifted a shade 
above last night. The reports of the condition 
of the crops and the weakness of the grain 
market «were a help to the grain-carrying 
railroads, and they made a good advance in 
the coyrse of the day’s session. The contin- 
ued aggressive strength of Louisville and 
Nashville and Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville and various smaller tubsidiary lines 
gained additional influence from the response 
in Southern Railway which was considered 
Significant of closer relations in the whole 
@outhern group. Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, Chicago and Eastern Wilinois and 
Evansville and Terre Haute all shared in the 
movement. Illinois Central was a conspicu- 
ous exception and was heavy throughout, fall- 
ing at one time I%. The advance in Kansas 
City Southern was attributed to the forma- 
tion of a pool in the stock. All of the strong 
points, however, yielded to the liquidation 
during the last hour, caused by the relapse in 
Reading to 2% under last night. Practicaliy 
all of the gains were wiped out and the level 
of prices carried below last night. Realizing 
sales were much tn evidence in Chicago Great 
Western, which lost 2% of yesterday’s 4% 
gain. Tennessee Coal lost over 3 points on 
account of the annual report, which was con- 
Sidered discouraging. United States Stcel 
stocks did not escape the depression, notwtth- 
standing the extraordinary exhibition of last 
years transactions by the compeny. The 
money marke$ was closed easier today, the 
maximum la@ning rate reaching 15 per cent 
with a subsequent recession to 6 per cent, but 
the decline in the foreign exchange rate ceased 
,!n response to easier money and discussion was 
renewed of gold exports. Current receipts of 
Louisville and Nashville stock from foreign 
holders are very large, and represent réquire+ 
ments for foreign payments. There are re- 
ports of large loans during the week made in 
the stock market for account of outsfde in- 
stitutions, but it is worthy of notice that $5$00,- 
O00 in currency has gone o Europe and ex- 
change at Chicago ruled steady at 20c dis- 
count. Notwithstanding the relief afforded 
by the purging GP unhealthy spots in the 
market, there is still some tendency to a 
vague feeling that there may be some infla- 
tion still beyond the curbstone bubbles which 
collapsed last week.

New York, May 7.-—There was a rather !Ir- 
regular opening to the stock market today, 
but a firm tone was',in evidence in conse- 
quence of the assvrances that there will be no 
coal strike. The tmproved crop advices as a 
result of better climatic conditions were also 
a consideration, though the uncertainty which 
is regarded served to restrict operations for the 
outside account. There was ccnsiderable dif- 
ference of opinion regarding future rates of 
interests, especially im connection with the 
persistent reports of probable gold exports. As 
a matter of precaution many interests sold 
moderately at the higher prices, though te 
better classes of stocks were well supported, 
,and in many cases advances were sustained 
The London market for Americans was steady 
at about parity, but foreign houses had few 
orders on either side of the account. Louis- 
ville and Nashville was jacked up to a new 
high level on the liberal transactions, while 
Southern Railway and some coalers were in- 
clined to higher prices. Sentiment was quite 
bullishly inclined for a time, but the market 
generally proceeded cautiously and trade was 
spotty at times. Professionals were in con- 
trol of the market, and much seemed to de- 
pend on the coal situation. At the close there 
was some little difference of opinion regard- 
ing the future. Outside stccks were quiet 
with moderate demand and fair offerings. 


Murphy & Co.’s Stock Letter. 


New York, May 7.—The market was reac- 
tionary at the start, influenced by effective 
selling of Reading stocks. This appeared to 
be based upon the general tenor of the news- 
paper report that an anthracite strike was 
probable. The declines as a rule were confined 
to fractions, and before noon there was a 
tendency to recover. In the afternoon a 
decided demonstration of strength took place, 
several stocks rising to the record price. This 
advance was forwarded by rumors that a 
strike had been ordered by the Scranton con- 
ference, and there was a general sharp decline 
in prices. Commission house business as 
kept in check by uncertainty with regard to 
the anthracite labor situation. London was 
an indifferent factor, buying a little on bal- 
ance. A sharp rise in call money in the af- 
ternoon was potent in causing late selling 
movement. Chicago, Indianapolis and Loulis- 
ville maintained strength till the last hour. 
There was an outburst of activity in the af- 
ternoon in Southern Railway, which rose near- 
ly 2 per cent, all of which was lost later. A 
sharp reaction took place in Great Western 
common from the start, but on the other hand 
Wisconsin Central issues advanced with 
vigor. Union Pacific was taken in hand in 
the afternoon, rising 1% from last night, but 
on the strike rumors the price quickly dropped 
2 per cent. The local tractions showed decid- 
ed weakness in the afternoon decline. Among 
the industrials Amalgamated, on rumors of 
trade improvements, made a further advance 
of over | per cent, and it showed considerable 
resistance to the influence of the depression in 
the railway list. Tennessee Coal and Iron 
declined sharply on the publication of the 
annual report. Sugar was disposed to 
strength, but finally lost about |! per cent. 
The industrials sold off with the railway list 
and the market closed weak and wunset- 
tled.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, May 7.—Grain speculators traded 
on the weather map again today and pressed 
prices hard alj around. July wheat closed | %c 
lower; July corn closed I%c down; July oats 
closed %c lower. Provisions closed unchanged 
to 5¢ higher. 

There was a fair show of strength to wheat 
at the outset on the influence of yesterday's 
cash business and more rains last night in 
the over-wet north. Traders soon changed 
their stand, however, on late reports of sea- 
sonable weather. The weather map showed 
clear weather southwest, and what was still 
more important, an end to the wet weather 
in the northwestern spring countsy for the 
present. Both these locations sent in liberal 
selling orders on the weather newe and ther 
own markets were weaker. This caused local 
specutators to lose sight of bullishly small 
receipts, Kansas crop damage reports and 
fair'y firm cables. Longs threw stuff over- 
board, but inasmuch as many shorts covered 
their accounts yesterday buyers were scarce 
except at good declines. When the bears un- 
derstood this position they began to hammer 
the pit stiffly and prices broke rapidly. Trade 
generally was not very heavy and the mar- 
ket showed a dragging disposition most of 
the time. Julf opened “%@‘*ec to a shade up 
at 75%@75%@75%c, dropped to 74c and clos- 
ed weak %@%4c lower at 74%@74%c. A good 
export and cash business had little effect on 
the market. Local receipte were 32 cars, 3 
of contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported 108 cars, making a total for the 
three points of 140 cors, against 139 las\ 
week and 220 a year ago. Primary receipts 
were 204,000 bushels compared to 449,000 
bushels last year. Seaboard clearances in 
wheat and flour equaled 281,000 bushels. Chi- 
cago sold 20 loads for export. 

Corn started with a good show of strength 
on firm cables and a fair cash situation. The 
leading bull crowd was also buying some July 
and eelling September. This atrength, how- 
ever, was shortlived, for when wheat broke 
the bulls began to consider the favorable crop 
reports and reduced their support. Bears 
jumped into the market and sold short and 
broke prices over a cent. Trade was not large 
and the greater part of the seesion the mar- 
ket dragged. July bull manipulation was still 
talked of, but inasmuch as the supposed ma- 
nipulators did not hold prices up many lost 
faith in the bull situation. July sold from 
62%4c down to 60%c and closed weak Ii%c 
lower at 60%c. Reteipts were 25] care. 

Oats were dull and suffering from the de- 
pression in corn and wheat. Crop advices 
were favorable and the cash situation still 
good. There was littie support on the decline 
and July sold from 35%c to a weak close %ec 
down .at 35%c. Receipts 157 care. 

Provisions were dull and fluctuated narrow- 
ly. The weak hog situation at the yards off- 
set the general disposition to buy when the 
market opened. Ribs and lard were in good 
demand, and especially by packers’ brokers. 
The weakening grain markets also worked 
againet the advance and the early gains were 
not well heid. July pork ciosed unchanged at 
$16.95, July jard a shade higher at $10.10 
and July ribs 5c up at $9.52‘.

WRIGHT ACCEPTS 
RETURNS OF ROADS 


Many Small Lines \Whose Yaluatiens 
Are Satisfactory. 


SEVERAL WERE, ARBITRATED 


Slight Increase ,Over Last Year Is 
Shown in Most of Them, While 
One or Two Have Fallen’ 
Off—More Returns 
Come In. 


Comptroller Genera] W. A. Wright is 
busy these days with the returns for tax- 
ation of railroad companies and -other 
corporatigns whom the law requires to 
make their returrs to him. 

Among the returns received yesterday 
were those of the income account of the 
Southwestern railroad and the Augusta 
and Savannah. These rqads are taxed on 
their net income one-half of 1 per cent 
and are not taxed on their property hold- 
ings. The returns of the net income of 
the Southwestern for the year ending 
April 1, 1902, were $238,525.69, and for the 
Augusta and Savennah $54,449.99. The por- 
tion of the Southwestern taxed in this 
manner is 200 miles and the length of th2 
Augusta and Savannah {s 54.21 miles. 

The comptroller general. after consid- 
eration yesterday, accepted the returns of 
the following short’ railroads in diffefent 
sections of the state: 

South Georgia railroad, $130.215. The 
returns of this road last year were $99.- 
431, but the mileage has been increased. 
from 230 miles % 38.6 miles. 

Wrightsville and Tennille’ railroad 
$453,631. The returns of this road last 
year, as the result of arbitration, were 
$441,007. The increase is due to an in- 
crease of rolling stock. 

Tifton and Northeastern $125,890. This 
road returned last year $118,468. It is 26 
miles long. ' 

City Electric Railway of Rome $50,808. 
Returns fast year were $50,274. 

Lexington Terminal, 3 miles long, $6,955, 

Metropolitan street. railroad of Macon 
$32,882, and Macon Consolidated $225,000. 
These are the same figures as fixed by 
the board of arbitration last year. 

Augusta Terminal] $55,720. Returns last 
year $54,740. This road is only 1.98 miles 
long, but owns much valuable real estate. 

Hartwell railroad, narrow gauge, $22,040. 
Returns last year $22,354. 

Rome and Kingston railroad $123,942. 
Returns last year $124,812. 

Augusta Southern $345,826. 
year $346,424. 

Charleston and Western Carolina, run- 
ning from Augusta into South Carolina, 
$250,056. Returns last year $249,562. 

Albany Northern $225,151. Returns last 
year $217,151. 

Talbotton railroad $22,440. Returns last 
year $15,420. 

Albany street railroad $7,750, same as 
last year. 

Comptroller General Wright accepted 
al] of the foregoing returns yesterday, 
but has not yet taken action on the re- 
turns of any of the large railroad sys- 
tems. He will withhold his decision re- 
garding them for some days yet, and the 
outlook is there may be some arbitra- 
tions. The increases where there have 
been any have been smal] and in some in- 
stances there has been a falling off. The 
comptroller is not inclined to accept any 
decreased returns from any of the larger 
railroad systems this year.

The Santa Fe will.work: along entirely new 
lines tin promoting tmmigration to the San 
Joaquin Valley of California. 

Besides is#uing a profusely illustrated book, 
and arranging magazine and newspaper ad- 
vertising, one of dts traveling men (an expert 
stenographer) has been sent out to visit indi- 
vidual farmers in thelr homes and find out 
what success had been met with since coming 
to California. He then writes letters at their 
dictation, addressed to eastern friends, telling 


‘all about the big crops and resultant good 


times. 

This private secretary will go about with a 
team, and carry along a small typewriting 
machine and stationery, also a kodak. He 
will interview the owner or renter of each 
quarter-section on his route, and write down 
the industrial situation as it really is in that 
neighborhood. He will tell just what luck 
was had with wheat, grapes, figs, oranges, 
alfalfa, cattle and hogs, describe climatic con- 
ditions, mention Mary and the baby, and 
sometimes wind up with the story of a lifted 
mortgage and money in the bank. Photos of 
the farm, taken by the Santa Fe representa- 
tive, are also inclosed to clinch the story. 

This personal correspondence is followed up 
at the head offices of the Santa Fe by mailing 
appropriate advertising literature.

GREAT MEETING LAST NIGHT! 


Dr. Coombs Preached to Large Con- 
gregation in Tent. 


SPOKE OF CHRISTIAN CREED 


Meetings Are Increasing in Interest 
and Enthusiasm—Great Good Is 
Being Done. 


Last night the great gospel tent was 
full to hear Dr. J. V. Coombs present 
his theme, ‘“‘What the Christian Church 
Believes.”’ 

He said in substance: 

“A few weeks ago a man said to me, 
‘Why don’t you tell the people what 
your church believes?’ I replied, ‘I don't 
do it for two reasons. I would not if 
I could and I could not if I would.’ It 
is not a question tonight of my church 
or our church, but of the church. 

“T am to talk about the church of 
Christ. I will talk of points on which 
we agree with Christians of various de- 
nominations. 

“Take the Baptists and Disciples for 
instance and see how they agree. The 
Baptists belidve that Jesus Christ is 
the Son of God, so do we; that faith 
in Him is essential to salvation, so do 
we: the same with repentance and bap- 
tism and we agree with them; they 
believe that a penitent belfever is the 
only proper subject for baptism, so do 
we; they regard immersion as the scrip- 
tural mode of baptism, so do we; we 
alike believe in the duty and privilege of 
prayer and in the obligation of the 
Christian to live a Godly, righteous and 
sober iife in this present evil world. 
We agree with them in nineteen twen- 
tieths of their creed and yet still are 
hugging the points of difference. I am 
in favor of Baptists and Disciples get- 
ting married. If you will put all the 
preachers in prison for about’ three 
years the Baptists and Disciples would 
get together and be one people. 

“Our Baptist brethren,’’ said Dr. 
Coombs, “are giving up their separating 
ideas. They are saying we will admit 
an immersed person to membership with- 
out reimmersion. 

“With regard to our attitude toward 
ithe Bibles We believe that both the 
Old and New Testament are the in- 
spired word of .God. We believe that 
the New Testament is the only part 
of the Bible that has authority over the 
Christian’s conscience and conduct. Per- 
haps some of you may not quite under- 
stand this proposition. From tomorrow 
night we will adopt tthe plan of a ques- 
tion box and invite inquiries from peo- 
ple desiring information on any religous 
question. 

“We are a little peculfar in our state- 
ment of thé rule of the Christian church. 
What the Bible commands us to do we 
do. What the Bible does not command 
us to do we do not acknowledge our- 
selves under any obligation to do. Where 
the scriptures speak we speak; where 
the scriptures are silent we are silent. 
One great religious body spent $500,000 
trying Mr. Briggs for heresy—he was 
not worth it. Such a thing could not 
have occurred among either the Bap- 
tists or the Disciples. 

“We have been misrepresented as to 
our belief about the Holy Spirit. We

“SprinRling may be right, for argu- 
ment’s sake, or it may be wrong. All 
admit immersion is valf@ baptism. We 
are right and cannot be wrong in prac- 
ticing only immersion. If you doubt 
your baptism, you can remove that 
doubt by being immersed, for all ac- 
cept immersion. 

“Our whole plea may 
in two sentences: . 

‘I. The union of all God's people upon 
the Bible. 

“2. A rational plan of salvation.”
